QI Elimination of the ice-cap that 
covers Greenland, Northern Alaska 
and Siberia is possible through 
atomic bombing, declare Wallace 
W. Ashley and Elmer D. Swan 
in the May issue of Mechanlx Il­ 
lustrated magazine. 
Long a dream of the world’* 
greatest 
scientists, 
this 
would 
open up large portions of the world 
to productivity and help eliminate 
,%cold waves that now sweep the 
earth each year. 
The terrific heat generated by 
atomic explosion would successful­ 
ly melt the large areas of ice that 
have accumulated for thousands 
of years, thereby opening up these 
areas to the mining of gold and 
coal. Signs also point to the exist­ 
ence of large deposit* of uranium,

JAUNDICE i« a staining of thc 
•kin and mucous membranes by 
bile 
pigments. 
This 
greenish* 
yellow discoloration occurs in a 
number of disorders and, strange* 
ly enough, it may develop in the 
new-born baby even when no ap­ 
parent disease is present. On the 
other hand, jaundice in infante 
may indicate a serious condition 
demanding prompt attention. 
Perhaps one out of every three 
babies develops the harmless, first 
type of jaundice mentioned dur­ 
ing the first days of life. This 
is known as physiologic jaundice 
and means jaundice not due to any 
abnormal condition. Th# condition 
lasts for about a week and then 
begins to disappear. It tends to be 
more severe and prolonged in pre­ 
mature infante, that ii. bable* 
born before the normal time.

Sometimes, aa infant is born 
with malformations of the bilo 
ducts.

Once a 
diagnosis in such cases is made, 
an operation ie usually carried out 
at once. About one in Ave patient! 
may be cured by such operations. 
Another cs use of jaundice in 
new-born babies about which a 
rreet deal has been written lately 
is a condition known as erythro­ 
blastosis. It is p ro b a b le that this 
condition is due to the presence 
in the mother’s blood of a sub­ 
s ta n c e called the immune body to 
the Rh factor. 
In erythroblastosis, not only 
jaundice is present in the baby 
but also severe anemia or loosen­ 
ing of the coloring and cells in the 
blood, enlargement of the liver, 
drowsiness 
and 
convulsions. 
Prompt 
treatment 
with 
blood 
transfusions, that is, injections of 
blood into a vein, may be helpful 
in saving a number of these babies.
